A reguiar meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of Newark, N. J., was 
held on the above date in the Coun- 
cil Chamber, City Hall, Newark, at 
11 o'clock a. m. 


Present: Commissioners Arehi- 
bald, Brennan,’ Monahan, Raymond, 
Mayor Gillen. 


The minutes of the meetings of 
October 30, and November 5, 1919, 
were read and approved. 


Mr. John W. Strahan, representing 
the National Daylight Saving Asso- 
ciation, appeared before the Board 
to urge the passage of an ordinance 
in reference to daylight saving. "I 
have addressed letters to various 
leading manufacturiug industries of 
Newark to find out if they were in 
favor or against daylight saving. I 
did not make the letter partisan, nor 
did I present any reasons for or 
against daylight saving. 1 have 
here the result of my investi- 
gation Jn all the letters I have re- 


ceived they favor dayhght saving 
with the exception of one citizen. 
This gentleman is a prominent citi- 
zen of Newark, whose opinion we all 
highly respect. He appears to be in 
favor of national daylight saving, 
but feels that loeal legislation would 
be bad beeause it wouid tend to con- 
fuse and disrupt the organization be- 
fween various cities and business in- 
terests. The publie sentiment in the 
way of daylight saving seems to be 
strong. I have here letters from 
various leading coneerns of Newark 
which favor daylight saving. Hahne 
& Company, L. Bamberger & Com- 
pany, Gould & Eberhardt, Kraeuter 
& Company, Inc., Hyatt Roller Bear- 
ing Company, Lidgerwood Manufac- 
turing Company, National Lock 
Washer Company, J. W. Wiss & 
Sons, Clark’s Thread Works, Ham- 
burg Button Company, Whitehead 
& Hoag Company, Heller Brothers, 
Richard C. Jenkinson, Newark Rivet 
Works, Gottfried Kreuger Brewing 
Company, National Box & Lumber 
Company, J. J. Hockenjos Company, 
Louis Schlesinger, Inc., and various 
letters from individuals, all favoring 
daylight saving." 


Dr. Paul H. Hosp, Richard C. Jen- 
kinson, Dr. Reiss, Louis Bamberger, 
Colonel Howard and Carl Bannwart 
appeared before the Board to urge 
the passage of the ordinance covering 
daylight saving. 


Mr. Alexander К. Cashin, Jacob 
Constam, Francis J. Goodwin, rep- 
resenting the Essex Trades Council; 
Tyler Parmly and Professor Stevens 
appeared before the Board to urge 
the defeat of the ordinance. 


City Clerk Egan read a newspaper 
clipping from the New York Sun, 
under date of October 29, 1919, pre- 
sented by Mayor Gillen, in which 
it is stated that “not only is the New 
York ordinance absolutely void, but 
the absurd situation which would be 
produced by attempting to enforce it 
should have prevented its passage. 
Railway trains will arrive and depart 


hy standard time as fixed by the act 
of Congress. They would be com- 
pelled to do so if they were not will- 
ing to do so. Business must open 
and close according to the customs 
of trade by the same rule. City 
offices might adopt a different rule 
because they have power over their 
own hours, but obviously the city 
could not interfere with contracts 
and no attempt to justify under the 
ordinance in case of breach of con- 
tract could be suecessful. Further- 
more, if other cities chose to adopt 
the like ordinances, it would be en- 
tirely uncertain all over the coun- 
try what the time was.” 


City Clerk Egan read a communi- 
cation from Mrs. J. Howard R. Garis 
in which she requests that the Board 
either reject or postpone action on 
the proposed daylight saving ordi- 
nance. “On behalf of the mothers 
who are not organized to protest and 
who are today in their homes, con- 
scientiously following the tasks ot 
their calling, rather than attempting 
to make known their plea for stand- 
ard time, I make this appeal. The 
release of the hour made last month 
is still causing serious confusion and 
disorder in thousands of Newark 


homes, where children must be 
forced to change their sleepin 
habits, and in the operation th 


and their caretakers are losing bo 
health and may I say potential ha 
piness. This is no small matter, as 
embraces two weeks at either end 
the change." 


City Clerk Egan read communica 
tions from Charles L. Stasse, E. W] 
Farrell, Robert R. Lane and Кеп- 
neth F. Lockwood, all favoring the 
passage of a daylight saving ordi- 
nance. 


Commissioner Monahan: There 
about 40,000 people who live in New- 
ark doing work in New York and 
there is no reason why we should 
not make the time of both cities ex- 
actly alike. There is no reason why 
our. time in this city should differ 


from New York time. I think we 
ought to vote in favor of this or- 
dinance. 


Commissioner Brennan:  Person- 
ally, I am in favor of the proposi- 
iion from a national standpoint, but 
I do not favor it from a local stand- 
point. We are not going to solve 
this problem by having the City 
of Newark adopt this ordinance. I 
think it would be well for the League 
of New Jersey Municipalities to look 
into this matter so that we could 
have some concrete co-operation 
throughout the entire State, possibly 
looking towards state legislation on 
the solution of this matter. 


Commissioner Archibald: I am ab- 
solutely in favor of the passage of 
this ordinance. I do not favor the 
seven-month ordinance, but I do 
favor the five- month ordinance, as I 
think it is in the interest of the pub- 
lie to adopt this system of daylight 
Saving. 


Mayor Gillen: I am against this 
sumptuary legislation. 


Commissioner Raymond: I would 
like io say a few words on this 
subject. 1 must confess that the 


hearing here failed to satisy me of 
he wisdom of the City of Newark 
lopting such an ordinance as pro- 
ed. I have had letters from lead- 
g Manufacturers opposing this day- 
"ht saving and I have a letter from 
©. David Grotta, president of the 
ard of Trade, who says that while 
e favors the principle of daylight 
ving he is opposed to any but na- 
ional regulation on this subject. In 
ddition to that, there are other peo- 
ple coming here opposing this. What 
my subsequent view will be, after 
more reflection, I do not know, but 


I shall now vote against the or- 
dinance. 
Commissioner Brennan moved 


that the matter of daylight saving 
be referred to the League of New 
Jersey Municipalities with the re- 
quest that they call a special meet- 


ing for the purpose of discussing 
this proposition.

Mayor Gillen interrupted the meet- 
ing for a few minutes in order to 
give Chief Long and Chief Moore an 
opportunity to say something to the 
Board in reference to the referendum 
adopted at Tuesday’s election, grant- 
ing an inerease in wages to the 
patrolmen and firemen of the City of 
Newark. 


Chief Paul J. Moore: Both Chief 
Long and I have been appointed by 
the joint committee of the Police 
and Fire Departments of the City 
of Newark to wait upon your Honor- 
able Body to thank you in their ђе- 
half for the passage of an ordinance 
whereby it made it possible for these 
men.to submit their question for an 
increase in wages to the voters on 
referendum. I personally want to 
thank you inasmuch as I feel that 
it will redound to the interests of 
the citizens. This will mean in- 
creased efficiency in both depart- 
ments and the men will be more 
satisfied and contented in their posi- 
tions. It also means a fair, living 
wage for the men. The men are 
£rateful to you for the kindness 
shown and desire to express their ap- 
preciation for what has been done 
by you gentlemen in their behalf, 


Chief Michael T Long І appear 
before this Board this morning to 
express on behalf of the members 
of the Police Department their ex- 
pression of appreciation to you gen- 
tlemen who made it possible for them 
to go before the public and ask for an 
increase in their salary and also to 
express to the public their apprecia- 
tion, particularly the voting citizens 
of Newark who gave expression of 
kindness and confidence in their vote 
of last Tuesday whereby they gave 
such a splendid majority for the in- 
crease asked for by the patrolmen 
and firemen. I am sure that their 
kindness and confidence will not be 
misplaced. 


Patrolman John Dwyer, president 
of the Policemen’s Benevolent Asso- 


ciation: I desire to thank the mem- 
bers of this Commission, the city 
counsel and the city clerk, in be- 


half of the policemen of this city, 
for their kindness and courteous 
treatment accorded to us when we 
appeared before you as a committee 
in behalf of the patrolmen and fire- 
men of the City of Newark. We 
placed before your Honorable Board 
an ordinance to give us the oppor- 
tunity to place before the citizens 
of Newark our cause for an increase 
in wages, and you gentlemen gave 
us the first opportunity to place our 
cause before the public,,and with- 
out your help and co-operation, 
which we received, we would be 
powerless in the matter. Therefore, 
I wish to thank you in behalf of the 
patrolmen of the City of Newark. 


Fireman Charles E. Duffy: On 
behalf of the firemen of our city I 
wish to thank you for your kindness 
in passing an ordinance which made 
it possible for us to submit our cause 
to the voters. The men feel very 
grateful to you for the help given 
and it is their endeavor to give you 
the best service that lies within their 
power. 


Dr. Noah Geiger: My purpose for 
appearing before you is to respect- 


fully ask you to use your good offices 
and influence to have post office 
sub-stations established in the Hill 
section, along Springfield Avenue as 
far up as Tenth Street. The drug 
stores abolished the post office sub- 
stations during the war, and the peo- 
ple of the Hill section are now with- 
out any facilities for registering mail 
or sending money orders. As it is 
they are compelled to go to the post 
office whenever they want to register 
a letter.

favor Gillen: I want to bring 
a matter. I have a resolution 
‘ring the appointment of special 
msel to take care of rent profi- 
ring cases. The situation is be- 
ning more and more serious since 
: Started. Every day in this de- 
rtment there are scores of people 


the manner in which their landlords 
are treating them. Some of these 
eases are of such a character that 
you imagine the whole city govern- 
ment ought to do everything in its 
power to prevent the landlords from 
treating the tenants in the manner 
in which it is described they are 
being treated. There is no doubt 


bming in there complaining about 


but what there is a tremendous 
amount of profiteering going on, and 
the worst part of the profiteering is 
not the increase of rentals. Property 
has changed hands frequently, and 
in many instances the new landlords 
have served notice to move immedi- 
ately and. have opened bids for new 
tenants. It is criminal to put out 
such tenants. Most of the offenders 
are outsiders, aidéd by local sharp- 


ers. We are face to face with the 
worst criminals in the city. They. 
are destroying the comfort and 


peace of our families, especially the 
poorer ones, who are the easiest vic- 
tims. I feel it is the duty of the 
city government to use every single 
solitary weapon in its power to put 


these criminals in jail and kept 
there. The difficulty is that most 
tenants don't know their rights. 


Some time ago I suggested that we 
employ a special counsel to help in 
the fight against the sharpers —a 
man who ean carry the cases into 
the district court and in other ways 
prótect our citizens against sharp 
practices. There is a lot of deal- 
ings between sharpers in New York 
and sharpers in this city. As a re- 
sult the storage houses, wherever 
furniture is stored, are bulging and 
it is almost impossible to find any 
place where furniture can be stored 
and many tenants are evicted. Thev 
would be satisfied to store their fur- 
niture somewhere and live in a fur- 
nished room if they could find a 
suitable place for their furniture, 
but they have been unable to find 
any such place and as a result tho 
Situation is becoming very serious 
in the city of Newark. Hundreds 
of our families are evicted and 
thrown out on the streets without a 
chance to defend themselves. It 
may seem like an exaggeration to 
call а profiteering landlord a crim- 
inal, but he is the worst kind of 
a criminal, and any individual that 
will profiteer in the necessities of 
lite ought to be put in jail and 
kept there for the rest of his lite. 
In France they introduced a law 


recently making il a crime punish- 
able by capital punishment to proti- 
teer in the necessities of life, and 
in England there was a similar law 
introduced but was never enacted. 
In this country, of course, we have 
no law it seems to get at these 


people. During the war there was 
some sort of Federal legislation 
which seemed to protect families 


who had boys in the service, but 
this law was only spasmodically en- 
forced. The fact, however, is that 
most of these tenants do not know 
their rights, and with that end in 
view some time ago I suggested to 
this commission that a special coun- 
sel be appointed who would live 
on these cases and who would do 
nothing else but take care of these 
matters for the city. My idea is to 
appoint a man who will devote his 
entire time and attention to take 
сате of the interests of the citi- 
zens—-citizens who are poor citizens, 
citizens who do not know their 
rights and citizens who probably do 
not have sufficient money to hire 
counsel to defend their interests. 
Some lawyers have objected to that 
on the ground that if a citizen has 
money he ought to hire a lawyer 
to defend his rights. It is a diffi- 
cult thing to tell who can afford 
to hire counsel and pay the usual 
legal fee. The judges of the dis- 
trict courts are very busy men and 
they do not give a great deal of 
time and attention to the city or 
a tenant unless some lawyer is there 
to demand consideration for the 
proper rights of a tenant, and in 
most cases of course the tenant is 
not represented. I say to you gen- 
tlemen it is the duty of the city 
to have a lawyer in the office of the 
rent profiteering committee, and 
when these tenants come along he 
should listen to the cases and where 
they are not able to employ coun- 
sel he should be ready to go down 
to the district court and fight for 
them. He should be ready to do 
nothing but that. The other day 
the office of the rent profiteering 


committee was so overcrowded that 
they had to use the room in the 
next office. Mr. Morgan has been 
doing excellent work for the ten- 
ants, but he is not a lawyer and 
therefore cannot give the proper 
legal advice. These cases are most 
pitiful in many respects and it is 
absolutely necessary to have a law- 
yer placed in the office of the rent 
profiteering committee to look after 
the interests of the poor citizens. 1 
tell you this situation is serious in 
the city of Newark.

The question as to whether at this 
time there should be a new, modern, 
combination fire boat and ice-break- 
er, or simply a fire boat rebuilt, we 
understand it to be one of expense. 


We believe that after considering 
the matter from every viewpoint, that 
it would be wise economy to at once 
install a brand new craft, combining 
both fire-fighting and ice-breaking 
facilities to be in operation twenty- 
four hours a day, and consequently 
we request your body to purchase 
and place in commission such a boat. 


Our reasons for this request are 
manifold. In the first place, it is 
always cheaper to buy the best, be- 
cause the life of the article is longer 
and it operates more efficiently. 


Secondly, an immeasurably better 
and more satisfactory service would 
be obtained from a new boat than 
from a rebuilt craft, and it is service 
that counts. 

Thirdly, the need of an ice-breaker 
is virtually as imperative on the.bay 
as is a fire boat, as navigation is 


going to play a vastly more impor-. 


tant part in our transportation needs 
of the future than in the past. Our 
interests are larger and our railroads 
re more liable to sulfer from con- 
ested traffic which has proven a 
rious drawback. 

Ihe Newark Bay district, as your 
imission is aware, has had phe- 
aenal growth within the last few 
rs, and that growth has added 
y materially to the wealth of our 
y. Not only has it increased prop- 
Ку valuations, which means in- 
eased revenue to Newark through 
xes, but it has added millions of 
follars to the business of the city 
n wages to employees. This money 
finds its way into the hands of mer- 
chants through the payment of rents, 
the purchase of foods and clothing 
and for entertainment and other 
needs of these thousands of work- 
men. New industries or the expan- 
sion of those already located here 
wil bring more people to our city 


and we will grow bigger and stronger 
thereby. 

Industry is the life of Newark, and 
Newark's future growth will depend 
mostly on the growth of its indus- 
tries. It would be little short of 
disaster should we lose any of the 
manufacturing establishments which 
are now located here through. failure 
to provide adequate facilities for 
them.

you are taking two bites on the 
cherry. It is my opinion that you 
have to standardize salaries. There 
are scores of employees in the city 
government at the present, time who 
are not getting a square deal. There 
are others that probably are getting 
better than a square deal. The 
whole situation is wrong, the whole 
thing is wrong, and you cannot right 
it unless you standardize your sal- 
aries. You cannot do it piecemeal; 
you have got to have one compre- 
hensive plan, and you have got to 
have some people to do it who are 
familiar with this kind of work. The 
best proposition I saw was the prop- 
osition of the Civil Service Com- 
mission to come in and take hold 
‘of this thing and to do the work 
in co-operation with the heads of 
such city departments as we might 
turn over to the Civil Service Com- 
mission to complete this work. 
Under this plan of standardization 
you have the balancing power of out- 
side experts who understand how 
this work should be done. I do not 
believe you can ever straighten out 
this salary question. If you adopt 
this plan you are simply going back 
to the old political system and we 
will be at the mercy of the old poli- 
tical machine favoritism system. 
This is a bad system to be work- 
ing under. You can never get effi- 
ciency, you cannot get economy, you 
cannot transact your city business 
right, and you know it is not being 
transacted right in a great many 
instances and it never will be un- 
less you properly standardize and 
classify all city employees.

Commissioner Raymond My ех- 
perience in five years of admunistra- 
tive work has been that bringing in 
outside experts is a very doubtful 
public policy, to say the least. As 
an example, the report of the Bu- 
reau of Municipal Research is worth- 
less to us. They are outsiders who 
do not know conditions here, and 
their report is full of absurdities and 
is absolutely impracticable. Perhaps 
their suggestions are good ones, but 
they could not be applied to our 
government without scrapping many 
of the laws under which we oper- 
ate. The report showed absolute 
unfamiliarity with all the conditions 
existing here.

Gentlemen: 


Ir pursuance of the resolution 
passed by your Honorable Body on 
the 20th instant, directing us to pro- 
ceed with a survey so that a proper 
equalization of salaries of the cleri- 
cal forces may be arrived at, and 
in further compliance with your ver- 
bal request that we report our ad- 
vices as to the best methods of stand- 
ardization of general conditions in 
so far as classification and standard- 
ization is concerned, and whether it 
would be more advantageous to co- 
operate with the Civil Service Com- 
missíon, we most respectfully advise 
that we have considered this work 
and feel it our duty to submit 
to you at this time the facts in the 
matter so thht you will be in & posi- 
tion to judge the situation. 


. It is our belief that the desire of 
the Commission as indicated in this 
resolution is to arrive at some defi- 
nite schedule of compensation and 
classification of employees based on 
the qualifications and the duties per- 
formed. It is our further thought 


that your action indicated the de-' 


Sire on your part to eliminate any 
possibility of unreasonable and in- 
consistent demands for increases in 
Salary, and to afford all employees 
the financial return for the services 
rendered which will be substantial, 
equitable and reasonable. 


We beg to report that we are able 
to proceed with this work and sub- 
mit to you a' fair report without con- 
sulting the Civil Service Commission. 
However, after giving the matter 
serious consideration and analyzing 
the proposition thoroughly, we feel 
it our duty to advise you of existing 
conditions. 


As stated previously, we feel con- 
fident that this work can be con- 
cluded by us and the same service 
rendered will undoubtedly be useful 
to the Commission. The State Law, 
however, provides that the Civil 
Service Commission has jurisdiction 
to quite an extent in so far as classi- 
fied employees are concerned, and it 
would be more advantageous, and we 
feel more satisfactory, if this work 
is done in co-operation with the Civil 
Service Commission. 


There are many instances of im- 
proper classification of employees,, 
which of necessity makes it difficult: 
to arrive at the compensation the 
position warrants. None of thes 
classifications can be legally change 
unless the action has been approv: 
by the Civil Service Commission. 
question of compensation cannot 
consistently regulated based 
standardization and classificatio 
less it has the approval of the 
Service Commission.

it is an unlawful rate and, if un- 
lawful, an appeal by the City of 
Newark to the Supreme Court will 
result in her citizens being protected 
against its operation. The increased 
tate, however, nothwithstanding the 
allegations of your resolution, is not 
unjust, unreasonable and  exorbi- 
tant. It has been permitted because 
the rate of ninety cents fixed by the 
Public Utility Commission in 1912 
has become, by reason of increased 
Operating costs, insufficient and un-

Fire Boat and Ice-Breaker 


Dear Sirs: 

In connection with the movement 
of having the city purchase a fire 
boat suitable to be used as an ice- 
breaker, we should like to give it as 
our opinion that we would recom- 
mend that the city purchase a boat 
which is specifically constructed for 
that purpose. 


What is needed is a new boat in 
perfect condition. We have had 
some experience of our own in run- 
ning boats on the Passaic River, 
and we find that while the overhead 
expense— meaning the interest on 
capital invested on a new boat—is 
greater in the case of a new boat, it 
is by far outbalanced by the extra 
expense in upkeep and repairs which 
are incurred on a second-hand ves- 
sel. The demand for boats at the 
present time is such as: to make it 
very unlikely that any second-hand 
craft of merit can be purchased 
cheaply, and to buy a boat which 
has ceased to be efficient is bound to 
prove very expensive in the long 
run. For the work cut out for such 
a boat on the Passaic River and 
Newark Bay an up-to-date and effi- 
cient. craft is needed. 


The growing commerce of the City 
of Newark absolutely requires that 
there should be no hindrance. with 
free navigation in winter. The 
Uuited States Congress, when con- 
sidering Newark’s case for a deeper 
channel in the Bay and River, can- 
not fail to be impressed by the fact 
that the city has provided means to 
keep these waters open all year 
round for navigation.

Mayor Gillen: Before you ad- 
journ I would like to bring up a 
matter that is agitating the officials 
of a great many municipalities 
throughout the United States. It 
is the question of having the police- 
men and firemen join labor unions. 
This has aroused in some municipali- 
ties a great deal of trouble. In the 
city of Boston they were not per- 
mitted to join the union and in 
Jersey City the firemen formed a 
union which the Jersey City officials 
have broken up. The claim is made 
—and it is a just claim—that men 
engaged in this particular occupation 
cannot have two masters. Originally 
men joined labor unions when they 
wanted to protect themselves against 
private employers, or when they were 
not given proper compensation or 
consideration for services rendered. 
This is not so in the case of police- 
men ‘and firemen who are supposed 
to protect the lives and property of 
the people of the city. They seem to 
have the good will and friendship of 
a great majority of the citizens, and 
we have strong evidence of what 
they can do on the question of the 
referendum on the salary increase 
in the last election where the people 
voted overwhelmingly to give the 
policemen and firemen a very sub- 


stantial increase in their salaries. 
it seems that most of the people have 
a great deal of confidence and re- 
spect for the policemen and firemen 
and for this reason they can get al- 
most anything they ask for within 
reason. I would hate to see that 
confidence destroyed. Their alle- 
giance should be undivided and the 
labor movement dealt itself one of 
the worst blows by receiving or ac- 
cepting the firemen and policemen 
of any ‘municipality into its ranks 
The firemen and policemen have or- 
ganizations of their own in our city 
and they are well organized, but 
this is a question of belonging to a 
labor union. There is no one who 
thinks more of the labor unions 
than I do, but I say to you that ıt 
is unfair to permit these men to go 
on strike when the lives and property 
of the people are at stake. Speaking 
as а citizen of Newark, as the 
Mayor of this city and as a member 
of this Board, I shall ask that the 


firemen and policemen withdraw 
from this union. 
Commissioner Brennan: Why 


should we inject ourselves into some- 
thing that is not affecting us? I 
feel that any man has the right tq 
affiliate with an organization so long 
as that organization does not a 
tempt to dictate the policies of t 
department. Speaking as a 
who knows something about | 
workings of organized labor, I ДЕ 
Say that no order comes to t | 
men from the outside, every в 
or similar call originates within | 
ranks. “Furthermore, I have па 
received official notice that the fi 
men have affiliated with the Amd 
can Federation of Labor. Мо со 
mittee or communication advising | 
that effect has ever come to me. I 
Jersey City I believe politics was 
the important factor. I met the 
Jersey City firemen's delegation at 
the State Federation of Labor con- 
vention at Atlantic City in Septem- 
ber, and I met the Mayor of Jersey 
City there with them. I heard that 
same Mayor declare from the plat 


form in favor of organizations and 
express the opinion that every man, 
whether he worked with his head or 
his hands, should affiliate with them. 
And then I saw him hobnob with the 
very men whose heads he has just 
lopped off. So I feel that he was 
gratifying a personal or political 
grudge under the guise of fighting 
for a principle in the recent Jersey 
City case. 

As to this question of undivided 
allegiance, Т might say you cannot 
accuse the union firemen of that any 
more than you could accuse them as 
members of the order of Elks. They 
cannot be called out by the American 
Federation of Labor; that organiza- 
tion does not sanction sympathetic 
strike and has never called one. 
The men are not directly affiliated 
with the American Federation, al- 
though their parent body is. How- 
ever, I will say that I could never 
see where either these public em- 
ployees or the labor movement itself 
could help themselves through an 
affiliation. I took that question up 
at the last American Federation of 
Labor convention and declared my- 
&elf against it.
